a. Please amend the ABSTRACT, as follows: 

An article of manufactore manufacture and method includes displaying content 
associated with a universal resource locator (URL) on a graphical user interface (GUI), receiving 
a first search parameter for a first search engine, displaying a first search result in a first pane of 
the GUI, the first search result associated with a first search parameter, determining a second 
search parameter associated with a URL from the first search parameter for a second search 
engine, displaying a second search result in a second pane of the GUI, the second search result 
associated with a second search parameter.

FIG. 2 is a screen shot showing a GUI split into two panes . 

FIG. 3 is a flow chart showing a process for producing a set of search 

results .

FIG. 5 is a flow chart showing operation of an automatic mode . 
FIG. 6 is a set of screen shots for a second pane of a GUI.

2. Claims 

Claims 1, 21, 24 and 28 have been amended as follows: 



1 . (Currently Amended) A method comprising: 

displaying content associated with a uniform resource locator (URL) on a graphical user 
interface (GUI) executing on a client computer; 

receiving a first search parameter for a first search engine; 
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displaying, in a first pane of the GUI, a first search result generated by the first search 
engine, the first search result comprising URL links to web pages associated with the first search 
parameter; 

parsing a URL associated with the first search result from the first search engine to 
extract a second search parameter for a second search engine, the second search engine being a 
different search engine from the first search engine; 

communicating the second search parameter from the client computer to the second 
search engine to cause the second search engine to perform a search based on the second search 
parameter; 

displaying, in a second pane of the GUI, a second search result generated by the second 
search engine, the second search result being different from the first search result and comprising 
URL links to web pages associated with the second search parameter, the second pane being 
generated if the URL or a portion of the URL matches an entry in a predefined list, entries in the 
list corresponding to search engines and being configurable configured to allow the second pane 
to be generated automatically for a particular search engine; 

automatically updating the second search result in the second pane in response to a first 
change in the first search result in the first pane; and 

automatically updating the first search result in the first pane in response to a second 
change in the second search result in the second pane. 
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21. (Currently Amended) One or more machine readable storage media for storing 
instructions that are executable, the instructions for causing one or more processing devices to: 

display content associated with a uniform resource locator (URL) on a graphical user 
interface (GUI) executing on a client computer; 

receive a first search parameter for a first search engine; 

display, in a first pane of the GUI, a first search result generated by the first search 
engine, the first search result comprising URL links to web pages associated with the first search 
parameter; 

parsing a URL associated with the first search result from the first search engine to 
extract a second search parameter for a second search engine, the second search engine being a 
different search engine from the first search engine; 

communicate the second search parameter from the client computer to the second search 
engine to cause the second search engine to perform a search based on the second search 
parameter; 

display, in a second pane of the GUI, a second search result generated by the second 
search engine, the second search result being different from the first search result and comprising 
URL links to web pages associated with the second search parameter, the second pane being 
generated if the URL or a portion of the URL matches an entry in a predefined list, entries in the 
list corresponding to search engines and being configurable configured to allow the second pane 
to be generated automatically for a particular search engine; 
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automatically update the second search result in the second pane in response to a first 
change in the first search result in the first pane; and 

automatically update the first search result in the first pane in response to a second 
change in the second search result in the second pane. 

24. (Cancelled) 

28. (Currently Amended) An apparatus, comprising: 

a computer system including a processor and memory; and 

a machine readable storage medium storing a program product comprising instructions 
that when executed cause the computer system to: 

display content associated with a uniform resource locator (URL) on a graphical user 
interface (GUI) executing on a client computer; 

receive a first search parameter for a first search engine; 

display, in a first pane of the GUI, a first search result generated by the first search 
engine, the first search result being associated with the first search parameter; 
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parse a URL associated with the first search result from the first search engine to extract a 
second search parameter for a second search engine, the second search engine being a different 
search engine from the first search engine; 

communicate the second search parameter from the client computer to the second search 
engine to cause the second search engine to perform a search based on the second search 
parameter; 

display, in a second pane of the GUI, a second search result generated by the second 
search engine, the second search result being distinct different from the first search result and 
being associated with the second search parameter, the second pane being generated if the URL 
or a portion of the URL matches an entry in a predefined list, entries in the list corresponding to 
search engines and being configurable configured to allow the second pane to be generated 
automatically for a particular search engine; 

automatically updating the second search result in the second pane in response to a first 
change in the first search result in the first pane; and 

automatically updating the first search result in the first pane in response to a second 
change in the second search result in the second pane. 
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EXAMINER REMARK 

The "machine readable storage media" is interpreted as including storage devices and 
memory devices as disclosed in specification, page 9, lines 7-12, and not including transmission 
media, i.e. propagated signal as disclosed in specification, page 8, lines 17-20. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to a method/system for displaying search results, which 
includes displaying content associated with a universal resource locater (URL) on a graphical 
user interface (GUI), receiving a first search parameter for a first search engine, displaying a first 
search result in a first pane of the GUI, the first search result associated with a first search 
parameter, determining a second search parameter associated with a URL from the first search 
parameter for a second search engine, displaying a second search result in a second pane of the 
GUI, the second search result associated with a second search parameter. 

The closest prior art of record, Veteska et al. (US Patent 7,512,603) teaches a 
method/system for searching and displaying search results, which includes receiving a first 
search parameter for a first search engine, displaying the first search results in a window of the 
GUI, determining a second search parameter from the URL associated with the first search 
request for the search module (second search engine) of the message delivery program, and 
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displaying a second search result in the second window of the GUI (see Veteska et al . Abstract, 
[column 1, lines 60-67], [column 2, lines 52-67]-[column 3, lines 1-25], and [column 6, lines 5- 
25]). Another closest prior art of record, Page et al. ("The PageRank Citation Ranking: Bringing 
Order to the Web", 1998) teaches displaying search results from two search engines in two panes 
of the same window screen (see Page et al. , page 9 and Fig. 6). 

However, Veteska et al. and Page et al. fail to anticipate or render obvious the recited 
feature of the second pane being generated if the URL or a portion of the URL matches an entry 
in a predefined list, entries in the list corresponding to search engines and being configured to 
allow the second pane to be generated automatically for a particular search engine , as in 
independent claims 1,21 and 28. 

These features, together with the other limitations of the independent claims are novel 
and non-obvious over the prior art of record. The dependent claims 2-5, 7, 8, 11-17, 19, 20, 22, 
23 and 25 being definite, enabled by the specification, and further limiting to the independent 
claim, are also allowable.
